This beaatUül Uttle ap-coontrjr city wm, many 
yean ago, qolte a noted place of reaort daring 
Bummer montbe for wealthy planten and others of 
Boathern Georgia. Thli was before there were any 
raUroads and when faoilttiea for extenalve trarel 
were quite limited. The hue of the country then 
owned and occnpied by the Cherokee Indiana (the 
Chattahoochee River) la only four milea from thla 
^lace. Galneavllle was then the most important 
town in North Georgia, and the furthest north of 
any important point within the white settlements. 
It la situated in one of the most beantlfnl conntrlea 
in the world, on the highest platean In the United 
Statea east of the Rocky Monntolns; the tempera- 
tare In snmmer most deligbtrnl; w ater clear, 
Bpmrkllng and cold, and health ananrpaased by any 
region on the habitable globe. But when rail­ 
roads were built, and the coat and trouble of 
distant travel mnoh reduced, pleasure seekers 
w ent more |o the monntaina of Virginia and New 
Bampahlre, and to Saratoga and elaewbere; and it 
to only since the bnlldlng of the A tlanu and Rich­ 
mond Air Line Railway, penetrating a large sec­ 
tion In Northeast Georgia hitherto nntraversed by 
the iron horse (which will be completed and trains 
m nning ibrongh in a week from to-day, very ma- 
terlaliy shortening the distance and the time from 
New York to AtianU and New Orleans), that the 
attention of persons In quest of health and pleasure 
to again tnrned to this piotnreeqne, dellghtfnl and 
Invigorating conntry. Qnlte a nnmber of sprlnga, 
liavlng valuable medicinal propertiea, exist aU 
throogb the monntalnons region of Northeast 
Georgia, which also so much abounds In rtoh 
minerals—gold, diamonds, iron, Ac.—and great 
numbers have flocked there daring the preaeni 
leaaon. Among these Is 


MR. ALEXANDBR H. 8TEPHENB, 
Who reached this place yesterday and will remain 
a lew days, alter which he will go to Porter Springs, 
a new place, of considerable celebrity, far np In the 
monntaln gorges In Lnmpkln county, north of 
Dahlonega, and remain a lew weeks, seeking rest, 
recreation and improvement In health. Por some 
weeks past bli health has not been as good as 
nsual, and hls labors daring the spring and snmmer 
have been heavy, and, tbongh he U somowbat Im­ 
proved since leaving Atlanta, over a week ago, he 
Is stiU feeble and complaining.

By 
Cffisarlsm Isnpposels meant Imperialism, or the 
overthrow of the federal Union of the SUtes and the 
eaiabllsbment ol a consolidated empire Instead. I 
do not think General Grant’s election to a third term 
would have any eifect upon the Instltatlous of the 
country In this respect, dlflbrent from that which 
his flrst and second has had, especially If he should 
confine bla exercise ol thoexecuUve powors within 
the same Umlts hereafter as heretofore. OsBtarlsm 
does not consist of who Is la the Execntlve okair, 
nor how long, but In how the government Is ad­ 
ministered. Csesarism and imperlallam consist in a 
disregard by the Executive of the checks and limi­ 
tations of the conetitntloD, and the grasping by 
nsorpatlon, in the hands of one, the powers of any 
of the other two departments of the government— 
the leglBlaUve and Indlolary. 
There can be no 
Oesarlsm or Imperialism In this country so long as 
the “onolty In unity" of the constltntlon is pre­ 
served, that 
to, so long as the three great 
separate 
and 
Independent 
departments—the 
execuUve, leglslaUve and the Judiciary-are main­ 
tained tntaot In tbelr co-ordinate relations with 
each other, so far as the delegated powers of the 
general government are concerned; nor can there 
be anything like a consolidated single republic m 
this country, which to not much less dangerons 
than Ctesartom Itself, so long as the rights of the 
separate 
States, constitutionally reserved and 
secured, are respected and loft inviolate. The 
greatest danger. In my opinion, which now threat­ 
ens the liberties of this country to Jnst that which 
the .'ramera of the constltntlon so carefully gnarded 
agalQSt; that to, a oonsolldatlon of all the separate 
and distinct smaUer repahllos. as Rome was con- 
BoUdated. This result would most oertalnly, In my 
opinion, lead to the establishment of an empire, 
and os snrely end In Oesarlsm in this country as it 
did in Rome.

Of him in New York, at the opening of the canvass. 
In one sentence. As the matter waa related to me, 
some frtsnd, feeling greatly aggrieved at Mr. Trum­ 
bull’s dennnolatlons, went to General Grant, snp- 
poslng he, too, wonld be somewhat Incensed at It; 
but, with that imperturbable temper so character­ 
istic orntm, he replied:—“I don’t know what Mr. 
Trumbnll linda so much fault with me for; I nave 
done nothing bnt execnte bis own laws I” 
Thto covers the whole gronnd. The free Instltn- 
tlons of this country can much better be main­ 
tained by changes In the members of the Honse and 
the Senate than by any limitation npon the term 
of the Executive office.

R epórter—But do yon not think the party In 
power, who propose to run General Grant, are 
aiming to subvert tbe government t 
Mr. STEPHENS—I nave no donbt whatever that a 
large porUon of the leaders of the present party In 
power have for years been striving for tbe estab­ 
lishment of principles which will, If they are sno- 
cessfnl in their efforts. Inevitably lead to an entire 
subversion of our whole framework ol government. 
They are striving for consoUdation, which to but 
another word for empire, the end of which will be 
despotism In some form or other. Bnt, to prevent 
the aocompUsbment of thto objeot, tbelr principles 
and measures must be assailed before a liberty- 
loving people and brought Into reprobation and 
condemnaUon at the polls, Jnst as tbe Ukemeasnres 
and poUcy of like leaders were asaaUed, exposed 
and ooDdemned by tbe popular vote nnder tbe lead 
of Mr. Jefferson In 1800.

REPORTER—Do you thluk it la possible for the 
democratic party, In the next election, to defeat 
General Grant as the candidate of the republican 
party t 
Mr. Stephens—I think the principles of the de­ 
mocratic party, as announced by Mr. Jefferson, are 
stronger with the people of the United States than 
any man who may stand In opposition to them. I 
have no Idea whether General Grant will be the 
next candidate of tbe repubUcan party or not, nor 
whether be wonld suffer his name to be used as a 
candidate for a third term or not. 1 have been 
speaking of abstract principles only; but one thing 
I do feel assured of—If the democratic party 
abandon the maintenance of their own principles 
and Join the malcontent republican leaders to beat 
General Grant, npon the tosne of Oicsartom, becanso 
of hto runmng a'ShIrd time, and the present party 
in power should run him upon that Issue, he would 
be more triumphantly elected than he was In tbe 
last race; because, as the Issue would then be 
presented, there would be no ground npon which 
a snccossfnl assault could be made. The sncoeas of 
tbe democracy or the deraocratlo party in tbe next 
election for President, as In the last, wUI depend 
upon the issnes they present In the canvass. The 
great majority of the people of the United States 
are. In my opinion, as trnly devoted to the pilncl- 
plea. 01 constttntlonal liberty nnder oar lederal 
BTstem as their ancestors were, and when these 
principles are dtotlnotly set forth and boldly main­ 
tained by patriotic, unoorrnpted and incorruptible 
leaders they will not fall to be sustained at the bal­ 
lot box. What torn the next Presidential election 
will take to yet among the greatest uncertainties of 
the future; but If tbe real perlle of the ilberUea 
of tbe conntry are to be 
put In tosne, as 
they shonld be, then principies wonld be made to 
override all considerations relating barely to men 
or tbe small m atter of rotation in office and a 
scramble for spoils and plunder; but when such 
small Issues as these are presented the great body 
of the people have but Uttle Interest In tbe result, 
and take quite as little In the contest This was 
the case in the last election, and It will be again as 
long as the experiment is tried. 
Thus ended onr conversation, which was pleas­ 
a n t Mr. Stephens most of the time sitting on a 
chair, bat a portion of the time recllnUig npon the 
bed in hls room. Bis voice ana Inng power stUl 
retain their ancient dear, ringing penetration, 
and he has the bnrnlng eloquence of yore. With 
thanks I took my leave, and, as I retired, fonnd 
nearly a dozen prominent gentlemen waiting to 
pay their respecta.

When the hlrthor hearing of the charge against 
TinoehEO Motto, 45 Crosby efroot, of having kept 
an Italian boy, Joseph, In Involuntary bondage and 
cruelly treated him, waa resumed yesterday, be- 
lore Commlsaloner Osborn, counsel lor the gov­ 
ernment announced that they bad no new evidence 
to offer in support of the prosecution. The Com­ 
missioner honorably discharged Motto, stating 
that there was no evidence to snstaln Joseph’s 
statement. 
Joseph and two other little Italian 
boys will for tbe present be sent to the Honse of 
Charity and Correction, 
former expresses a 
desire to remain in thto country, and tbe latter, in 
aU probablUty, will be sent back to Italy. 
Borne time since, in the ease of Bowen vs. Chase, 
known as the Jumel salt, notice was given by 
counsel for defendant to counsel for plaintiff that 
an application would be made, on the part of the 
defendant, before Judge Blalcbford, for an extra 
allowance of five per cent tn the way of costs. Thto 
motion was to have come on yesterday, bnt, at tbe 
request of plaintiff’s counsel. It went over till to­ 
day. 
Not long since two men appeared at the Grand 
Hotel and arrested a young man named Parker, 
charging him with being a deserter from the 
United States Navy. 
They showed what they said 
lyere badges of United .States Deputy Marshals, 
and presented to him what purported to be a war­ 
rant, signed by a Commissioner. 
Having brought 
Parker some distance from the hotel they told him 
he conld settle the affair by paying a sum of 
money. Parker retam ed to the hotel, where be 
obtained trom hto sister-in-law a check for $200. 
He drew this amount, paid It to the parties, and 
was thereupon discharged. It snbseqaently tran­ 
spired that no warrant for tho apprehension of 
Parker had been Issued by any United states Com* 
mlsaloner, and that the persons engaged in thto 
obviously blaok-maUlng transaction were not in 
any manner connected with the Marshal’s office. 
Ope John Roe has been taken op for partlolpatlon 
in this matter. 
Judge Sedgwick, holding Special Term of the Bn- 
pertor Court, was ftrtber entertained yesterday by 
listening to the long-drawn argnments ol oonnsel 
on the motion to enjoin certain gentlemen from 
calling themselves the First napttot Chnreh of Har­ 
lem, and iTom Interfering with any of Its property. 
Judge Sedgwick seemed to be in donbt as to what 
Injury could occur to the cause of religion or to the 
pUlntiito by the existence of two energeUo associa­ 
tions devoted to the same cause calling them­ 
selves the same name, and asked whether It 
would be any advantage to tho plainttflk to have 
another Baptist church In tho city of New York.

The democracy of Pennsylvania assemble 
in State Convention to-day at Wilkesbarre for 
the purpose of nominating the State ticket 
and proclaiming the principles and Issues 
upon which the party will take the field against 
the republicans for their approaching October 
State election. PoUowing the lead of their 
brethren of Ohio, as in 1871 and 1872, it is 
generally beUeved that the Pennsylvania 
democrats, excepting the tariff question, will 
substantially adopt the dogmas and doctrines 
of the late Ohio Democratic Convention as 
their new departure, which may be briefly 
expressed as the absolute abandonment of 
the proflUess Cincinnati and Baltimore coaU- 
tion, and a return to the old party chnrch 
and ritual, “unmixed with baser matter.” 
The reconstructed platform of the old organ­ 
ization, as adopted in Ohio, embraces the de­ 
clarations that the democratic party seeks to 
revive no dead issues; or, in other words, that 
it aocepls the fixed results of the war as em­ 
bodied in the thirteenth, fomteeuth and 
fifteenth amendments of the constitution; that, 
nevertheless, it stands by its old principles, 
which are suited to all times and circum­ 
stances; that it supports the federal govern­ 
ment in its constitutional authority and op­ 
poses nuilifloation and secession; that it 
defends the reserved rights of the States and 
the people and opposes the centralization that 
would impair or destroy them. Furthermore, 
the Ohio democracy insist upon a strict oon- 
struction of the constitution and oppose all 
property qualifications for snibrage, and are in 
favor of a liberal law for the natural­ 
ization of foreigners, and are opposed 
to all monopolies, Including ^e op­ 
pressive monopolies of railway combinations, 
and are particularly devoted to the good work 
of redressing the wrongs and establishing the 
rights of the agrioultarists and other produc­ 
ing classes, and contend that the public do­ 
main should be disposed of only to actual 
settlers. But, lest there should otherwise be 
some doubts as to the patent right for these 
declarations, the Ohio democracy emphati­ 
cally denounce the Crédit Mobllier frauds and 
various other alleged corruptions of the ad­ 
ministration, and the “back pay grab,” and 
the conduct of President Grant in signing the 
bill, and “the bayonet government of Looi- 
sian^not ch^j^ by her people and having 
ñólitle*wLitever tcTrole them.” 
So far, this new democratic pronnnoiamento 
from Ohio will be plain sailing to the party in 
Pennsylvania; but, in opposing “the system 
by which a large portion of the proflt-produc- 
ing wealth of the country is exempted 
from taxation,” and in insisting that our 
tariff should be formed with a view to 
revenue, and not to tax the oonununity 
for the benefit of particular industries, 
the Ohio democracy are crowding their 
Pennsylvania brethren to the wall The latter 
will not donee to this music of free trade, 
soften it as you may, and all attempts, looking 
to the campaign of ’76, to make free trade the 
shibboleth of the opposition to the party in 
power WÜ1 fail as signally as they failed in ’72. 
However, as a “revenue tariff” is the old 
platitude for the agricultural States^ it may 
continue to serve the purposes of a “glittering 
generality,” if nothing more. The Pennsyl- 
vania democrats, nevertheless, will adhere at 
least to the shadow of protection, as in 1844, 
when their Presidential battle cry was, “Polk, 
Dallas, Texas and the Tariff of ’42.” This 
issue and “those bonds” excepted, we expect 
that the new departure of the Pennsylvania 
democrats wiU be substantially that of the 
party in Ohio, and especially in the dropping 
of the liberal republicans as a make-welght of 
no consequence and entitled to no farther 
consideration whatsoever. And from this 
poiat we may date the abandonment, the dis­ 
solution and the disappearance of the liberal 
republican faction. It has been weighed and 
found wanting, and it ceases to be a make­ 
weight except in the history of the late Presi­ 
dential campaign. 
The democratic party returns to its own 
altars, and, dropping the dead issues upon 
which McClellan and Seymour were so sig­ 
nally defeated vrith the disastrous coalition 
upon Greeley, the old historical organization 
reaffirms its Jeffersonian ritual In this posi­ 
tion we dare say that its future course to and 
including the next Presidential contest will 
be entirely in accordance with the views of 
that distinguished Southern expounder of the 
constitntlon, Alexander H. Stephens, as given 
in the very interesting letter from Gainesville, 
Ga., which we publish to-day, first, upon 
CsDsarism, ond^ next, upon tte missw^ the 
prospecte and the true poUoy of the demo­ 
cratic party. 
Mr. Stephens does not think there is any 
more danger of Csesarism from General Grant 
in being elected President a third time than 
there was in his second or first election, espe­ 
cially if he confines the exercise of his execu­ 
tive powers hereafter to the same limite as 
heretofore—that Csesarism does not consist in 
who is the Executive nor how long, but in 
the disregard of the checks and balances of 
the constitution—that there can be no Caesar- 
ism while each of the three departments of the 
government remains intact and while the re­ 
served rights of the States are respected. The 
greateet danger to the RepubUo, in the 
judgment of Mr. Stephess, is oOuSOU- 
dation, more 
f&uiiliArly known as cen­ 
tralization. This, he holds, is the only way 
from the Bepnblio to the Empire which is 
now to be feared. He holds, too, that 
there are no evidences of any desire on the 
part of General Grant looking in this direc­ 
tion, but that the only approaches to consoli­ 
dation ore to be found in tboee obnoxions 
Uws of Congress trenching upon the rights of 
the States, passed through the active exer­ 
tions of those malcontent republicans who now 
style themselves liberals. In brief, Mr. Ste­ 
phens believes that there is nothing to be 
feared from General Grant in being elected a 
third time, and that there is no sacredness In 
the example of Washington in limiting him­ 
self as President to two terms. 
Now, in reference to the patriotism of Gen­ 
eral Grant and bis innocence of any designs of 
sinking the Bepublic in a despotism, we have, 
throughont this discussion of Csesarism, taken 
especial care to be jnst and generous towards 
our amiable President. We agree with Mr. 
Stephens that General Grant, in the 
administiation of the many responsibUi- 
ties of his great office, stands flwe of any 
executiva acts that havs ths slightast ten­ 


dency td monarchy. Wo believe that ho has 
carefully and conscientiously confined his 
authority and his power to the exeention 
of the laws, and that he entertains not 
the remotest design or wish to make him­ 
self a Caesar. But ciroumstanoes are often 
stronger than men, and It Is an . old maxim 
that “power is always stealing from the many 
to the few.’’ Hence we fear that there will 
be danger to the country, not from General 
Grant in his election a third time as Presi­ 
dent, but from the precedent and from the 
possible conditions of his third term, over 
which he may have no control, and no course 
except that of submission to the party oli­ 
garchy that may bo gathered around him. If 
we become familiarized with three, four and 
five terms for a President, we may leam to 
sink his election, first, in a mere formality, and 
next, to sink it absolutely. 
But we are here considering the newde- 
-partnro of the democratic party, and upon 
this important subject Mr. Stephens declares, 
as his deliberate oonvictions, that the salva­ 
tion of our free institntions mainly depends 
upon the democracy—that their mission is to 
adhere to the constitution, and not to follow 
those malcontent republicans who have fallen 
out with General Grant, for that if the demo­ 
crats join those malcontent repuljlicans to 
beat Grant on Coosarism for running a third 
time he will be more decisively triumphant 
over them in the next contest than he was in 
the last In any event Mr. Stephens holds it 
is the duty and ^11 be the salvation of the 
democracy to stick to the constitution and 
their old party landmarks of strict construc­ 
tion and the rights of the States. 
The democracy of Ohio have anticipated 
Mr. Stephens in this old line programme, 
relieved of dead issnes,jMd the party in Penn­ 
sylvania, New York and throughout the ooun- 
try will doubtless follow this example, and 
particularly in casting overboard the liberals, 
styled by Mr. Stephens “the malcontent 
repubUoans.” Bat what will be the prospect 
to the democracy in 1876 against General 
Gprnl in the field for a third term, or what 
will be their chances in 1880 against him for a 
fourth election, taking Into the estimate the 
enormous powers of patronage, banks, bond­ 
holders, corporations, 
at his service, and 
for the sake of preventing any disturbance in 
the existing order of things? This question 
brings us back again to that of Oeesarism, 
where for the present, we submit the subject 
to the ooMideration of our democratic con- 
tempbrories on their new departure to their 
old sanctuary. 


B rig h te n in g P ro a p e c U o f th e S p a n U h 
R e p n b lie . 
The Carlista have met with a reverse before 
Estella which shows that the Spanish govern­ 
ment are strengthening their position in the 
field. The deenltory mountain warfare which 
the Oarlists waged with whatever advantage 
could be gained from it seems des­ 
tined to be the limit of their suc­ 
cess. That the government troops nnmbered 
five thousand and whipped their opponents, 
who numbered three thousand, is a sign of 
the right sort that the Madrid authorities nn- 
derstand their duty to the country. Nothing 
short of gross mismanagement or half-hearted­ 
ness can account for the foot that the fol- 
loyers of the Bourbon pretender have been 
allowed hitherto to choose their ground and 
the conditions under which they fonght. The 
solitary column cut off bj the Carlista and the 
small garrison surprised by them became 
every day stories showing the want of general­ 
ship among the republican commanders. It 
may afford some consolation to the Carlista 
that they were outnumbered, but that shows 
their weakness, while it is an apology for their 
defeat Don Alfonso, brother of the Pretender, 
and Generals Olio and Tristany are reported 
among the wounded. The débris of their 
army took be road for the French frontier, 
while the Carlist forces at Berga have with­ 
drawn from their position. If the govern­ 
ment act with energy there is little doubt that 
the Carlist fáction can be soon deprived of 
farther power for mischief. 
With the insurgents at Cartagena not much 
progress ^ been made. Difficult of attack 
by land or sea, it would seem that the city can 
only be reduced by a regular sleg& The with­ 
drawal of Admiral Lobos out of range of the 
shore batteries held by the insurgents does not 
promise a speedy end to the difficulty. The 
action of the British authorities at the request, 
be It noticed, of the Germans, in ordering a 
restoration of the ships captured by the insur­ 
gents and token from them by the English, is 
an additional sign of the growing strength of 
the R^nblic. This action will give confidence 
to investors in Spanish Treasury bonds, as well

cause*.^fior Castelar has b¿eí elected to the 
Presidency of the Cortes, and affairs in Madrid 
generaUy go to show a more determined front 
than has been hitherto presented. The art of 
governing is not to be learned in a day, and, 
apart from the wüduess of the orators and the 
wild confusion of parties, this may account for 
many of the shortcomings of the republicans.

The demooraoy of PennBylvtmiB assemble 
in State Oonventlon to-day at Wilkesbarre for 
the purpoM of nominating the State ticket 
and proclaiming the principles and issues 
upon which the party will take the field against 
the republicans for their approaching October 
State election. FoUowing the lead of their 
brethren of Ohio, as in 1871 and 1872, it is 
generally beUeved that the Pennsylvania 
democrats, excepting the tariff question, will 
snbetantially adopt the dogmas and doctrines 
of the late Ohio DemocraUc Oonvenüon as 
their new departure, which may be briefly 
expressed as the absolute abandonment of 
the proflUees Cincinnati and Baltimore coaU- 
tion, and a return to the old party church 
and ritual, “unmixed with baser matter.’* 
The reoonstmoted platform of the old organ- 
isation, as adopted in Ohio, embraces the de­ 
clarations that the democratic party seeks to 
revive no dead issues; or, in other words, that 
it accepts the fixed results of the war as em­ 
bodied in the thirteenth, fouiteenth and 
fifteenth amendments of the constitution; that, 
nevertheless, it stands by its old principles, 
which are suited to all times and circum­ 
stances; that it supports the federal govern­ 
ment in its constitutional authority and op­ 
poses nullifloation and secession; that it 
defends the reserved rights of the States and 
the people and opposes the centralization that 
would impair or destroy them. Furthermore, 
the Ohio demooraoy insist upon a strict con- 
stmction of the constitution and oppose all 
property qualifications for suffrage, and are in 
favor of a liberal law for the natural­ 
ization of foreigners, and 
are 
opposed 
to 
all 
monopolies, 
Including 
tiie op­ 
pressive monopolies of railway combinations, 
and are particularly devoted to the good work 
of redressing the wrongs and establishing the 
rights of the agrioultarists and othsr produc­ 
ing classes, and contend that the public do­ 
main should be disposed of only to actual 
settlers. But, lest there should otherwise be 
some doubts as to the patent right for these 
declarations, the Ohio demooraoy emphati­ 
cally denounce the Crédit Mobilier frauds and 
various other a lle ^ corruptions of the ad­ 
ministration, and the “back pay grab," and 
the conduct of President Grant in signing the 
bill, and “the bayonet government of Loui- 
sianajj^not ohosepby her people and liaving 
ñoíitirwliatever tó"nüe them.'* 
So far, this new democratic pronunoiamento 
from Ohio will be plain sailing to the party in 
Pennsylvania; but, in opposing “the system 
by which a large portion of the woflt-produo- 
ing wealth of the country Is exempted 
from taxation," and in insisting that our 
tariff should be formed with a view to 
revenue, and not to tax the community 
for the benefit 
of particular industries, 
the Ohio democracy are crowding their 
Pennsylvania brethren to the wall The latter 
will not dance to this music of free trade, 
soften it as you may, and all attempts, looking 
to the campaign of *76, to make free trade the 
shibboleth of the opposition to the party in 
power will fail as signally as they failed in *72. 
However, as a “revenue tariff” is the old 
platitude for the agrioulturol StateSj^ it may 
continue to serve the purpose of a “glittering 
generality," if nothing inore. The Pennsyl­ 
vania democrats, nevertheless, will adhere at 
least to the shadow of protection, as in 1844, 
when their Preeidential battle cry was, “Polk, 
Dallas, Texas and the Tariff of *42. ** This 
issue and “those bonds” excepted, we expect 
that the new departure of the Pennsylvania 
democrats will be substantially that of the 
party in Ohio, and especially in the dropping 
of the liberal repnblicar ' as a make-weight of 
no consequence and entitled to no farther 
consideration whatsoever. 
And from this 
point we may date the abandonment, the dis­ 
solution and the disappearance of the liberal 
republican fáotion. It has been weighed and 
found wanting, and it ceases to be a make­ 
weight except in the history of the late Presi­ 
dential campaign. 
The democratic party returns to its own 
altars, and, dropping the dead issues upon 
which McClellan and Seymour were so sig­ 
nally defeated with the disastrous coalition 
upon Greeley, the old historical organization 
reaffirms its Jeffersonian ritual. 
In this posi­ 
tion we dare say that its future course to and 
including the next Presidential contest will 
be entirely in accordance with the views of 
that distingnished Southern expounder of the 
constitution, Alexander H. Stephens, as given 
in the very interesting letter from Oalneeville, 
Qa„ which we publish to-day, first, upon 
Caeearism, and, next, npon 
mission, the 
prospects and the true poUoy o? the Jemo-

Tbb Vienna Exhibition.—His Majesty the 
Emperor of Austria, visited the American 
agricnltoral department of the Vienna Exhi­ 
bition on the 24tb inst He was attended by 
a brilliant suite and habited in the uniform of 
a field marshaL The Emperor enjoyed, as we 
are specially informed by Hkbal© telegram, a 
veiy cordial reception at the hands of the direo- 
tion. He manlfeeted great interest in the show 
of American implements, partionlarly with re­ 
gard to the reapers and mowers, and inquiries 
of the American export trade in the ar­ 
ticles showed that their utility wae duly appre­ 
ciated abroad. After having made a tour of 
the department His Majssty visited other parts 
of the building. The awards and distribution 
of medals to Americans appear to be made 
the subject of various and conflicting com­ 
ment among our oonntrymen, who are now 
harrying away from the scene of peaoefhl 
rivalry. Francis Joseph visited the Ameiican 
school bonae. He remained almost an hour, 
and, as on a previous occasion, appeared to be 
particularly interested in the matter of our 
procrem in imblie edneatiom 


cratic party. 
Mr. Stephens does not think there is any 
more danger of Cttsarism from General Grant 
in being elected President a third time than 
there was in his second or first election, espe­ 
cially if he confines the exercise of bis execu­ 
tive powers hereafter to the same limits as 
heretofore—that Caesarlsm does not consist in 
who is the Executive nor how long, but in 
the disregard of the checks and balances of 
the constitotion-that there can be no Caesar- 
ism while each of the three departments of the 
government remains intact and while the re­ 
served lights of the States are respected. The 
greatest danger to the Republic, in the 
judgment of 
Mr. Stephtas, is ooüSOU- 
dation, more 
faiLiliar'.y known as cen­ 
tralization. This, be holds, is the only way 
from the Republic to the Empire which is 
now to be feared. 
He holds, too, that 
there are no evidences of any desire on the 
part of General Grant looking in this direc­ 
tion, but that the only approaches to consoli­ 
dation ore to be found in those obnoxious 
laws of Congress trenching npon the rights of 
the States, passed through the active exer- 
tions of those malcontent republicans who now 
style themselves liberals. In brief, Mr. Ste- 
phens believes that there is nothing to be 
feared from General Grant in being elected a 
third time, and that there is no sacredness in 
the example of Washington in limiting him­ 
self as President to two terms. 
Now, in reference to the patriotism of Gen­ 
eral Grant and bis innocence of any designs of 
sinking the Republic in a despotism, we have. 
throughoat this disoossion of Cassarism, taken 
especial care to be jnst and genorous towards 
our amiabls President. We agree with Mr. 
StephMM that General 
Grant, 
In 
the 
adminislmtion of the many responaibUi- 
ties of his great ofllce, stands free of any 
execotiva acto that have the sUghtoet toa- 


deney to" monarchy. We believe that he has 
carefully and consclentioosly. confined his 
authority and his power to the execution 
of the laws, and that he entertains not 
the remotest design or wish to make him­ 
self a Caesar. 
But ciroumstanoes are often 
stronger than men, and It is an. old maxim 
that “power is always stealing from the many 
to the few.” Hence we fear that there will 
be danger to the country, not from General 
Grant in his election a third time as Presi­ 
dent, but from the precedent and from the 
possible conditions of his third term, over 
which he may have no control, and no course 
except that of submission to the party oli­ 
garchy that may bo gathered around him. If 
we become familiarized with three, four and 
five terms for a President, we may learn to 
sink his election, first, in a mere formality, and 
next, to sink it absolutely. 
But we are here considering the new de­ 
parture of the democratic party, and upon 
this important subject Mr. Stephens declares, 
as his deliberate convictions, that the salva­ 
tion of our free institutions mainly depends 
upon the democracy—that their mission is to 
adhere to the constitution, and not to follow 
those malcontent repnblioans who have fallen 
out with General Grant, for that if the demo­ 
crats join those malcontent republicans to 
beat Grant on Caesarism for mnning a third 
time he will be more decisively triumphant 
over them in the next oontest than he was in 
the last In any event Mr. Stephens holds it 
is the duty and ^11 be the salvation of the 
democracy to stick to the constitution and 
their old party landmarks of strict construc­ 
tion and the rights of the States. 
The democracy of Ohio have anticipated 
Mr. Stephens in this old line programme, 
relieved of dead Í8snes,jand the party in Penn­ 
sylvania, New York anS throughout the coun­ 
try will doubtless follow this example, and 
particularly in casting overboard the liberals, 
styled by Mr. Stephens 
“the malcontent 
republicans." But what will be the prospect 
to the democracy In 1876 against General 
Gjant in the field for a third term, or what 
will be their chances in 1880 against him for a 
fourth election, taking into the estimate the 
enormous powers of patronage, banks, bond­ 
holders, corporations, &a, at his service, and 
for the sake of proventing any distorbance in 
the existing order of things ? 
This question 
brings us back again to that of Oeesarism, 
where for the present, we submit the subject 
to the coMideration of our democratic con- 
tempbraries on their new departure to their 
old sanctuary.

Nothing 
short of gross mismanagement or half-hearted- 
neas can account for the foot that the fol- 
loyers of the Bourbon pretender have been 
allowed Ütherto to choose their ground and 
the conditions under whioh they fought. The 
solitary column cut off bjr the Carlists and the 
small garrison surprised by them became 
every day stories showing the wont of general- 
ship among the republican commanders. It 
may afford some consolation to the Carlists 
that they were outnumbered, but that shows 
their weakness, while it is an apology for their 
defeat Don Alfonso, brother of the Pretender, 
and Generals Olio and Trietony are reported 
among the wounded. 
The débris of their 
army took Ihe road for the French frontier, 
while the Carlist forces at Berga have with­ 
drawn from their position. 
If the govern­ 
ment act with energy there is little doubt that 
the Oarlist faction can be soon deprived of 
farther power for mischief. 
With the insurgents at Cartagena not much

been made. Difficult of attack 
by land or sea, it would seem that the city can 
only be reduced by a regular siege. The with­ 
drawal of Admiral Lobos out of range of the 
shore batteries held by the insurgents does not 
promise a speedy end to the difficulty. The 
action of the British authorities at the request, 
be it noticed, of the Germans, in ordering a 
restoration of the ships captured by the insur­ 
gents and taken from them by the English, is 
an additional sign of the growing strength of 
the B^ublic.
